WOULDNT FIGHT. 


Enifton Refused to Fight Jem Smith, at 
Paris, To-day. 


LONDON, Nov. 30.—Kuifton, who was 
to have fought a prize fight, bare fists, 
to a finish with Jem Smith, in Paris, to- 
day, for the heavy weight champion- 
ship of England and heavy stakes backed 
out at the last moment and refused to%o 
to the battle ground.

In 
the lecture room he finds the best of in- 
structors and has an opportunity of ac- 
quiring knowledge, but little inferior tc 
that aflforded by higher universities. 
He 
will find classes in that particular study 
for which he has suddenly discovered 
that he is particularly fitted. I tell you, 
merchants and citizens of Rochester, 
that all the insurance companies in your 
city—fire and life—are as nothiug as 
compared to the iDSurance afforded by 
the Youug Men's Christian association. 
It is an insurance not only an your banks 
and tills, but on your homes and the vir- 
tue of your families.

SALVATM ARMY. 


How General Booth Manages the Pecu- 
liar Organization 
and 
Dic- 
tates the Methods Likely 
to Keep it Alive.

The local Salvation army manages to 
keep itself before the public in some un- 
enviable way, and recent exposures of 
the plan of organization say it is their 
purpose to seek questionable notoriety. 
General Booth, the commander-in-chief, 
sanctions it and it pays him. 
Ten years 
ago he was scarcely worth a gninea, 
now his wealth is estimated, including 
the property he holds in trust, at almost 
85,000,000, and he controls half a million 
people as completely as the czar of Rus 
sia rules his subjects. 
Twenty years 
ago he was a Methodist minister with- 
out means. 
He renounced that church 
and conceived a new religious project, 
which has given him a following of half 
a million people and netted him an im- 
mense income annually. 
General Booth 
has twenty-two religious papers, which 
have an aggregate circulation of 500,000 
copies. 
These are caUed War Crys 
and are published in seven different lan- 
guages. 
In London he has large count- 
ing rooms and here over 150 men are 
constantly at work. 


Every person entering the services of 
Booth solemnly promises to forfeit $50 
on dis obeying any of his orders; must 
agree to quit courting for a year, and 
must not be a member of any church. 
The commanding officer is paid about $7 
week, and public circulars say that all 
surplus is used to establish new stations, 
and all money used to support a station 
must be raised in the town itself. 
All 
money bequests and deeds to property 
must be turned into the hands of Gen. 
Booth. 
A recent order says that in the 
future no sanction will be given to court- 
ing by either sex, or to any engagement 
of any male lieutenant. 
He must be 
promoted to the rank of captain before 
anything of the kind can be recognized. 
No marriage will be sanctioned by head 
quarters unless the engagement 
has 
been consented to at least twelvemonths 
before. Booth has a deed enrolled in 
chancery which places all property of 
the army in his hands, and according to 
which the property descends to his suc- 
cessor, and as Booth has the power to 
appoint his successor, he will doubtless 
appoint his son, and the property will 
inns utHcouu, »uu. utj ttivrays kept in the 
family. No commanding officer is al- 
lowed to stay in one place more than ten 
years, for one of General Booth's old 
maxims is, "There shall be no heroes in 
this army other than Booth's," 
Deceit 
is practiced and suspicion encouraged. 
In r'^gard to churches a secret order says 
never 
trust 
them 
or heed 
their 
advice, for 
they 
may mislead you 
by 
advising 
against 
the 
build- 
ings where you would best succeed. 
A theatre proprietor is far more likely to 
direct you to the best place to catch the 
people. 
The order instructs how to de- 
ceive and meet everyone's views: 
"To 
make ministers and others engaged in 
church work friendly you must dwell 
upon the fact that we attack those who 
are quite outside of their range, and 
that from the want of education amongst 
us we cannot be in competition with 
them." Spies are sent out to watch the 
action of the officers and ascertain wheth- 
er or not they are living up to their 
agreement. 
In every corps there are a 
regular secretary and treasurer. 
They 
are cautioned to use all reasonable meas- 
urer to obtain money for the war chest. 
The war chest is a humorous term used 
by the general to denote his own pri- 
vate exchequer, for he goes on to say in 
the secret instructions that if ithere is 
any money in the treasurer's hands, etc.^ 
see that it is inserted in P. O. S. bank in 
the name of the Salvation Army, the en- 
tire body, not the local force, or other- 
wise according to instructions. 
With an 
eye 
to 
business 
the! order freads: 
"You must specially concern yourself 
with the 
War 
Cry, 
acquainting your- 
selves with the best mode of disposing of 
it." The official orders and regulations 
say: 
"It is to be the interest of the ser- 
vice that you appear anything but well- 
to-do, but look to your own personal ap- 
pearance. 
Let everything about you 
show that you are -peculiarly religions, 
and that the forces you represent will 
introduce an entire novelty." In regard 
to securing people who^create sensation- 
alism and attract crowds the circular 
says: 
"The more drinking, swearing 
and fighting amongst the people the 
more valuable they are likely to be."

OBDINANCBS. 


An ordlnsn' e relatini^ to the use of Calhoun 
street by the Citizens' Street Rai road com- 
pany of Fort Wayne, Ind. 


1. Be it ordained by the common council of 
the city of Fort Wayne, that consent, perm's- 
Bion and authority are hereby sriveo, g'ranted 
and vested upon the conditions hereafter 
named, unto the company organized as a body 
politic and corporate by the name of the "Citi- 
zens' Street nallroad Company of Fort Wayne, 
Ind.ana," and its successors, to lay a double 
track fur passenger railroad lines, upon and 
along Calhoun street, from Its crossing with 
the right-of-way of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago railway to the center line of 
Main street. Both of said tracks shall be of 
uniform guage bnd not to exceed four feet 
and nine inches in width. Said tracks must be 
laid an equal distance from the center of said 
street, and not more than three feet and six 
inches apart, and the center of the street shall 
be ascertained by measuring from the lines of 
the lots abutting upon said street. 


2. ThM consent,permission and authority in 
this ordinance granted and vested in said 
company are upon the conditions hereinafter 
specified in the followin«? sections: 


3. The said railway company is to lay said 
tracks on said street, between said points, 
upon a grade to be given by the city civil en- 
gmeei- ot said city, and said company is to 
pave with cobblestone at the time said tracks 
are laid, alt that portion ot Calhoun street as 
lies between the rails of each of said tracks, 
as well as that portion of said street as lies be- 
1 ween said tracks, at its own expense and to 
the satisfaction of the city civil engineer and 
the common council of said city, and the same 
is to be kept in repair and maintained to the 
satisfaction of said engineer and common 
council b> and at the expense of said com- 
pany; provided that after the expiration of 
ten years from the time of first laying said 
tracks the said company will, if so ordered by 
said common council, remove at its own ex- 
pense said cobble stone and pave the same 
with such material as the common council 
shall order, at its own expense, and keep and 
maintain the same likewise: all of which is to 
be done to the satisfaction of the city civil 
engineer and the common council; provided, 
however, that the said company shail not be 
required to build a more expensive pavement 
for its portion than is provided for the bal- 
ance of said street; if other than cobble stone 
is required of it, said company shall not be 
required to build or maintain any other por- 
tion of said street than specined above, ex- 
cept that it shall maintain and keep in repair 
alter the same shall have been built or re- 
pal-eJ said street to a distance of twelve 
Inches from the outer rails of each track; to 
be so kept and maintained in repair by said 
company at its expense and to the satisfaction 
of the said common council 


4. The rails »onstltuting said tracks shall be 
the modern improved rail, not less than thirty 
pounds in weight, and to he satisfactory to 
the mayor and common council of said city, 
and none of the rai s on said tracks shall be 
laid above the level of the surface of the 
street. 


5 Said company shall keep the said tracks 
in such acondiition as that they shall not at 
any time be elevated above the surface of 
i-aid street, so that vehicles can easily and 
freely at all times cross said trai-Ks. at all 
points, in any direction, without Interference 
or obstruction; and if said company shall find 
« rnejrlectto comply with the provisions of 
this section, the common coun il shall cause 
a notice fixing a time, wh ch shall not be less 
than five days, within which said company 
shall place said tracks, or parts of tracks. In 
the condition required by this ordinance, and 
if Ssld companj shall within the time so fixed 
by tne common council, fail so to do 
said 
company shah forfeit and pay to said city 
forevery day of such neglectand failure after 
the expiration of said time as fixed by said 
common council; and the city attorney shah 
upon the order of the common council prose- 
t Ute such forfeiture to Judgment and evecu- 
tion in any court of comnetent jurisdiction. 


«. The common council shall have the power 
at all t mes to make such regulations as to the 
use of cars and the rate of speed, as public 
health, safety and con%'enience may require. 
The cars upon said track shah be moved or 
operated by animal poweronly; cars shall run 
upon said tracks from 6 o'eiock a. m. until — 
o clock p. m. of each and every day. and not 
to exceed ten minutes apart in each direction. 


7. The cars of said company shall be entitled 
to the track in all cases: whenever any team 
or vehicle shall meet or be overtaken by acar, 
such t t a m or vehicle shall give way t«) said oar 
nor shall any person willfully or purposely 
obstruct or interlere with any of the cars by 
driving or stopping, or caut^ing to be placed 
or driven in a slow pace or stopped, any team 
or vehicle or other obstacle in, upon, along or 
across or near the tracks of said line alter 
being notified by the di iver or the ringing of 
the bell or otherwise, and any person violating 
ttiis section, shall, upon conviction, forfeit 
and pay a fine to said city of not to exceed one 
hundreit dollars.

sulting from the passage of this o n m s n c e , 
or any matter or thing connected horewith. 
or by the exercise by the company

privileges hereby' granted, or from any act or 
ac!8 by said company, its servants or agents, 
under by virtue of the provisions oi this <)rdi-
